One of the women in charge of the 
sale, an excellent cook herself, re­ 
ported that almost every other wo­ 
man asked her why her cakes invari­ 
ably bulged or raised more on one 
side than the other. 
Do you ever 
experience that in your cake-baking? 
This is often laid entirely to the fact 
that the oven was hotter in one place 
than another. 
But, if the cake is light and a 
complete 
success 
aside 
from 
the 
shape, it would seem that the trouble 
in the shape was caused by the man­ 
ner in which the dough was put in 
the tin. 
When the mixture 
is 
complete, 
don’t be in too great a hurry to put 
it in the oven, 
'['ake time to spreaf 
the batter evenly in the tin. 
It is 
very important that the battel be o 
the same thickness in the baking pan, 
if the baked cake is to be of uniform 
thickness throughout. 
Of course, the uniformity of any 
baking is assured only by the use of 
foods of assured high quality and 
uniformity. 
Most cake recipes call for too much 
baking powder. 
When the average 
housewife reads a recipe calling Du 
one teaspoon baking powder to one 
cup of flour— she invariably uses one 
rounding. 
The result is her cake is 
not of the consistency and texture 
-ihe desires. 
Use one teaspoon level 
of baking powder to one cup flour 
in those r e c ip e s and note the result. 
The oven tem prature should, of 
course, be even and at the proper 
degree for the kind of dish to be 
baked.
